1,&00 Guard Convoys. 

During yesterday's activities an 
array of 1,600 guards was armed to 
protect passage of milk shipments 
Into Chicago and ofllclals fear that 
at any moment an open battle may bo 
precipitated between strikers and- 
non-strikers. 

Following a plea by Gov. llenfy 
p^ Horner for a 30-<]ay truce the first of 
the week, representatives from 14 
counties In the "war zone" met In 
Elgin "and rejected the proposal. The 
counties voting agnlnst the truce 
•were: Lake. Knno, McHenry, Konka- 
Iceo, Will, DuPnge, Doone, Cook and 
Grundy In Illinois, and Walworth. Ra- 
cine, Kenosha and Rock In Wisconsin. 
The I^ke county committee was 
composed of: Irving' Lohma'n, Bar* 
rlngton, chairman; Ralph Fields, An* 
tloch; Burton Gallogher, Lake Villa; 
Joseph Ethrldge, Round I^ke; and 
Joseph WIemuth, Barrlnglon. 

DfiKalb Only "Yea" 

With the, exception of DeKalh; all 
representaflvcs repeated demands by 
farmers In their respective counties 
■» to adhere' to the strike. DeKalb's 
representatives, however, while vot- 
ing occcptancc of the truce, had been 
^\ . Inalnicled by farmers In that county 
rHJ to fltand pat In the demands for $2.50 
per cwt. for nil milk shipped. 

So far as the "violence" la con- 
cerned, tiie farmers pointed out that 
:l)ombIng8. setting (Irea to hrltlges. 
and shootings wore not the p^rt of 
members of their group engaged In 
picketing. 

Explain "Violence" Attitude. 

"It Is when hoodlums come Into our 
Hues with guim and cluha that we feel 
like flghtlng." was the farmers* atti- 
tude. "If milk truck drivers will 
either turn liack or let us dump the 
milk, they don't have to worry about 
getting hurt. All wo want to do Is 
make sure that niUk doesn't get to 
market, that's our only way of get- 
ting a price that comes somewhere 
close to our cost of producing the 
milk." 

Reports that Thomas Webb of Our- 
neo was aoverely beaten by farmer- 
pickets Tuesday were denied by 
members of his family. Webb's milk 
was dumped, they, said, and the caus 
damaged, but the pickets did not 
harm the former. 

Supervisors Sympathize. 

The Lako County hoard of supor- 
vlHora, In sesBlon this week, were 
frank In their stateraonta ahowlng 
that they wore highly In accord with 
the striking farmers who are demand- 
ing luconsed prices for milk produced. 
Supovlsora, espoclally from the rural 
communltlee.' did not mince their 
words In opposing a request hy Sher- 
iff Lawrence A. Doollttle for moro 
deputies to ■ aafllst milk convoys 
through the picket llnea^ Those bu- 
porvlBora declared that the deputies 
were being uaed to gurd Wlscoualn 
milk through Lako county and farm- 
^. era will never got their price if milk 
* la allowed to filter through lu this 
' way.

With the duck hunting season open- 
ing October 21, Director C. F., Thomp- 
son of tho State Dopartmciit of Con- 
servation warns that while food may 
be placed In duck hunting grounds, 
no shooting will be permitted directly 
over baited areas, and that while fed- 
eral regulations prohibits the use of 
live decoys, it would he Impossible to 
regard as decoys any domesflc duck 
found In hunting areas which are not 
anchored or conflned in any way. 

ThiB statement was made to tho 
department's field force following a 
conference with federal authorities. 
The letter to tho department's fleld 
force follows: 

"Federal authorltloB have advTi.ied 
me that the restriction against feeJ- 
ing has been revised to the extent 
that It may be practiced, providing no 
shooting Is done over the areas which 
are halted. Tho wording ot tho fed- 
eral regulations Is that no feed ehall 
be used to attract birds 'to the hunt- 
er' and a literal Interpretation of this 
phrase Is evidently to govern in en- 
forcing tho regulation. 

"The regulations also prohibit the 
use of live decoys, and while the rals-. 
Ing of ducka has become more or 
leas common In this state and they 
will be found on many premises where 
hunting is followed, great care will 
bare to be exorcised in the manner m 
which these ducks are handled so that 
they will not bo looked upon as decoys 
by the federal authorities. I believe 
were these ducks to be anchored or 
conflned they wbnld most certainly 
■have to be looked upon as decoys; 
however. If the birds are loose It 
seems Impossible to hold that tliey 
are decoys,"

Watch Your Driving 
During Fall, Warns 

Safety Dept lAA 

September. October and November 
are the months of the highest traffic 
death quotas, warns the Safety De- 
partment of the Illinois Agricultural 
Association, and Illinois farmers are 
urged to take special precautions to 
■guard against aocldents. 

Tliese facts were brought out by 
C, M. Seagraves, Safety Department 
director, who said: "If 1 were to ask 
which are Uie most dangerous driving 
months of tlie year, you'd probably 
say June and July. Well, you'd be 
wrong. It's a popular impresalon 
that the summpr months are the moat 
hazardous on the highways, but as a 
matter of fact, according to figures 
compiled by the National Safety 
Council from 1929 to 1933, the months 
with the highest traffic death totals 
are September, October and Novem 
her. ^'- 

"The reason for this, the Council 
Buys, are tho louger twilight periods, 
the fall rains* and the slippery lei^vet* 
that line the streets and highways, 

"Of course^ other factors still con- 
tribute to the dttath- toll In .these 
months— itick of alertness on the part 
uf drivers aud pedestrians, failure to 
■observe traffic signals, defects In the 
mechanism of the car — and these 
things can make ony mouth a dan- 
gerous month to drive. But right now' 
Nature Is adding a few hazards, The 
wise driver wilt make an extra allow- 
ance for the extra danger."

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MAJORITY OF FIRES PREVENTABLE 
This is Fire Prevention Week. Each yc.ir by prcsidcn- 
tial proclamation, tliij country sets aside one week during 
■which time our citizens arc reminded that more than haU 
of all fire J are preventable. 

Fire prevention is the important business of conserv- 
ing life and property from the unnecessary ravages of 
fires which can be kept largely under control by reason- 
able diligence. 

During Fire Prevention week there is a nation-wide 
campaign to eliminate fire hazards. All citizens can help 
the cause of fire prevention by getting rid of accumulat- 
ed trash, and old papers stacked away in basements and 
attics. A clean building seldom burns. Clean out rub- 
bish both inside and out of doors. 

Another major fire cause is improper electric wiring 
and the use of dcfcaivc electrical equipment. All fires 
that start because of these conditioas arc preventable. 

Heating appliances should also be gone over before 
cold weather sets in. Many stoves and furnaces and 
their chimneys deteriorate during the summer months. 
Then when they arc put into use, they start fires. Have 
your heating system inspected by an expert before you 

use it. , 

The fire loss in Illinois for the year endmg June 30. 
1935. as compiled from official reports, was $8,549,705, 
a decrease of more than 56 per cent from the total ot 
^19.476.606 in the preceding year. Tliis is the lowest 
annual loss reported in the history of the State 1-ire 

Marshal's oHice. 

Absence of large conflagrations played a part m 
bringing down the loss total. The exercise of care by a 
large number of citizens was a contributmg factor to 
this favorable showing. Tlicrc has been a decided de- 
cline in incendiary fires. This has been due m large 
part to the state-wide drive on arson, rcsultmg m /O 
convictions for crimes of burning and the breakiing up 
of a formidable arson ring. 

Unfortunately, due to fire, 102 lives were sacrificed 
and 37S persons injured. The property loss is insigni- 
ficant compared to the human loss. 

The damage fire does results in a totally needless 
loss of money that benefits no one. H we can reduce 
our community loss by fighting fires before they start, 
we save that much in community wealth; in addition 
we arc protecting our lives and those of our neighbors. 
Let's co-opcr.itc, and make Fire Prevention >Veck a suc- 
cess. Surely there is no loss in making our town safer.

LAWS THAT PREVENT RECOVERY 
For the first time in many years, it looks as if the 
railroads have a chance to get out of the red — and earn 
a small profit above the bare expenses of operation. 
This is partly due to the passage of the law whereby 
the rails* principal competitors will be subjected to equal 
regulation, and partly due to an upturn in freight busi- 
ness. 

All of the railroads* potential progress will be lost — 
and the jobs and spending power railroad development 
creates, will be destroyed, if certain pending measures 
affecting the lines become law. 

A good example of menacing railroad legislation U 
the so-called train limit law. This law has been passed 
in a state or two, is proposed in others, and some have 
suggested that Congress make it a national law. The 
law is not necessary as a safety measure, ic would damage, 
rather than improve service, and it would cost the lines 
many millions of dollars a year — tlollars that could be 
used for expansion and betterment purposes. 



Tlic proposed six-hour railroad day would wreak even 
greater havoc. It is estimated that it would cost the 
carriers more than $500,000,000 a year. It would be 
utterly impossible for them to foot the bill without In- 
creasing rates and enforcing drastic retrenchment all 
along the operating line — at the expense of service, and 
in the long run. railroad employment. The bill would 
seriously hurt the workers, whom it is supposed to 
benefit, because rates high enough to pay the cost would 
drive business to other carriers. 

Give the railroads a break, and we all go ahead. Put 
barriers in the way of railroad recover)*, and we all 

suffer.

ance rate in the United States has been reduced more 
than thirty-five per cent. The policy-holder, in other 
words, can now obtain protection for one-third less than 
he could two decades ago.

WHEN THE DARK ANGEL RIDES 
Tlic motor vehicle is no rcspcctor of persons. 
Hardly a week passes without newspaper headlines 
telling of the sudden death of some statesman, industrial 
leader or other celebrity. 

A few recent names on the roster of those who died 
because of carelessly or recklessly driven motor vehicles, 
comes readily to mind. Not long ago. Colonel T. E. 
Shaw, the famed "Lawrence of Arabia," was killed^ when 
he fell from his motorcycle, which he was driving at 
80 miles an hour. Only a week ago the wife of die 
Secretary of Interior perished when the car in which she 
was riding at high speed skidded in loose gravel and over- 
turned. Just before, the beautiful Queen Astrid of 
Belgium met her death — when her husband, driving the 
roadster in which she was riding, looked away from the 
highway at a road map. and ran headlong Into a tree. 
These tragedies become known in a million house- 
holds, because of the prominence of the victims. But 
they are no worse, no more tragic, than the thousands 
of similar deaths which occur annually and make, in- 
stead of headlines, a mere item on an inside page of the 
newspapers. Recklessness, carelessness, incompetence— r 
these are the scarlet trinity, which cause so much gricf^ 
so much unnecessary suffering, so great an economic 
waste. When one of them takes the wheel, death rides; 
too. The Dark Angel does not always strike — but there 
is a limit lo how long he can be withheld. 

Care, caution, competence — these consritute the trin- 
ity which can prevent automobile accidents, major and 
minor ones alike. The issue must be put squarely up 
to each driver — it Is purely an individual problem, and 
will always remain 50. Traffic laws and enforcement 
can do nothing — if the public will not cooperate. ^'i\\ 
you?

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C^eSNAPSHOT CUIL 

CLOUDS AND FILTERS 





If It's Clouds you want In your next picture a filter will capture them. 



LAST week the Snapshot Guild ro* 
celved a letter from a reader 
who Uvea la the country. She wrote 
In part — "At this time of year tho 
' cTtiii3a'are simply beautiful and often 
when their formations aro unusually 
attractive I take , many snapshota 
hoping they will reglater and give a 
rather true picture of the beautiful 
scene. I havo been somewhat disap- 
pointed In tho rosulta, however, for 
thcso* beautiful, soft, whito clouds 
bare not appeared In tho picture as 
truo to nature as I had hoped for." 

Clouds do add to the beauty of 
any outdoor picture but It la tnio 
that they do not always register 
through tho lens of the camera as 
they appear to the eye. 

Suppose we are taking a picture 
such as the ono above and use a film 
which Is sensitive only to ultra-vio- 
let, violet and blue light. We should 
hot be able to dlatlngulsh between 
tho clouds ond sky If we glvo enough 
. exposure to show detail In the land- 
scape. This la bccauso tho light from 
tho blue sky and the white clouds la 
very rich In light raya to which the 
nim responds. 

Although clouda and blue sky are 
both rich In ultra-violet, violet and 
blue, there la a marked difference 
between the two. The light from tho 
clouds, being white, actually con- 
tains a certain amount of green and 
red light, while that from tho blue 
sky does not. 

Thla, then makca It nccesaory to 
distinguish between clouds and aky 
in order to record both In a snap- 
shot. Wo muat, therefore, use a film 
which win respond to green, or to 



green and red light, and alab pat 
over tho lens a filter which holds 
back the ultra-violet and blue. Tho 
green or green and red light from 
tho clouds win thus effect the fllm, 
while practically no light from tho 
sky will get through to It, and In the 
finished print the clouds will appear 
whiter than tho sky. 

Some film la slightly sensttlro to 
green light but aupersenaltlvo pan- 
chromatic fllma will respond to both 
green and red light Such filma will, 
therefore, show up the clouds 
against the sky If used with a yellow 
filter. The deeper the yellow color 
In tho Alter the more viplet and Mao 
It removes, or "holds back." 

As you will no doubt surmise, 
thcrb are various types of flltera and 
each type has ita limitations so la 
choosing a niter yon. must mako 
your own decision, based on your 
general requirements. A good gen- 
eral all-round niter la the K-3 which 
requires lengthening the exposure 
tw^o to four times, depending on the 
fllm employed. 

There Is also a flltor known as a 
Sky Filter used ex tens! voly by tho 
amateur to photograph clouds In a 
landscape with no increase in ex- 
posure time. Half of thla filter la yel* 
low and the other half clear. This 
filter can bo used without Increasing 
the expoauro bocauao the sky is pho* 
tographed through the ydlow part 
while tho landscape, or general sub- 
ject la photographed through tho 
lower half, which Is not colored. 

If It's clouds you want a filter will 
prove Invaluable.

Liquor Laws Strict 

in Many Dry States 

.Motorl»tH driving south this Fall 
aro advLsed by J. U. Uraun, general 
counsel of the Chicago Motor Club, to 
Inform thomaolves on Ilauoptrunspor- 
tatlon laws In dry states. 

In North Carolina, for instance, 
whero nlnotron counties voted early 
laHt aunmuT to catabllah local lUiuor 
stores, traiiaportation of Intoxlcatlns 
bovoragen I.t treated an a mlsdc- 
moanor. Tho penalty is Imprlnon- 
mont for not more than twelve 
months and po.ssllilo forfcUuro of the 
transporting nuiomobilo. 

Oeorgia also treats tJio act its a uiIa- 
denioanor, with n flno of not niuro 
than 51.000 and a acnlenco of six 
months In jail or ut hard labor. Kith- 
or lino or aentonco may bo given 
nlono. Hard tabor meiins the (leorgia 
chain gang. 

If a motorist takes less than tlve 
gallons of liquor Into Ainbnmxi, he 
may bo (Incd fifty to 500 dollars, be 
Jailed for six montha, and lose his car 
to atiUo authorities. If the amount Is 
more than flvo gallons, ho may be 
imprisoned for ono to live years.
